FAREWELL. 


Sumptuous Production of 
Wagner's “Lohengrin.” 


Titta Ruffo and Julia Claus- 
sen in “Hamlet.” 


Four New Operas Given Here 
During the Week.

For its farewell performance, the 
Chicago Opera Company gave last 
evening a beautiful interpretation of 
“Lohengrin.” 

It seemed fitting that the au- 
thoritative presentation of “Parsifal’’ 
should be followed by its logical 
epilogue. Lohengrin, son of Parsifal 
as sung by the Minnesinger Wolfram 
von Eschenbach. 

Since Wagner used that ancient 
chronicle for the basis of his famous 
opera, every music lover has been 
acquainted with parts of the score 
and thousands of brides have joyfully 
gone to the altar accompanied by 
the seductive wedding march written 
for Elea von Brabant. 

Sixty-four years ago Frans Lisst 
conducted the first performance of 
“Lohengrin” on the @uspicious birthday 
celebration of the great Goethe. Since 
then the opera has been played every- 
where in more or less fragmentary 
fashion. Last evening it was given 
in a sumptuous manner, with elaborate 
scenery, costumes, c of great 
proportion and a cast that is diffi- 
cult to surpass. F 

Allen Hinckley was an ideal tenth 
century potentate, Heinrich der 
Vogler, massive in figure and breath- 
ing power and strengtn with every 
note. Otto Marak, in the striking 
silver and white costume of his role, 
was a notable Lohengrin. In better 
voice than before, he gave a com- 
prehensive impersonation of the 
Knight. Elsa von Brabant was Jane 
Osborn-Hannah, who first appeared 
this season in a role of great 
sympathetic charm. Her vocal art 
appeared especially to advantage in 
the marvelous second act in the try- 
ing duo with Ortrud. 

Jalia Claussen, who had in the 
afternoon played the exacting part of 
Gertrude in “Hamlet,” appeared 
again here as Ortrud. 

Nothing could give a better dem- 
onstration of this really great con- 
tralto than to hear her in two very 
hard parts, different in character and 
temperamental demands, and to find 
her applauded in both. She retained 
to the end of the unusual ordeal a 
clarity of voice, a freshness of tone 


remarkable when associated with 
violent histrionic action in both 
operas. 


As Frederich von Telramund, 
Clarence Whitehille, showed the same 
exquisite finish of dramafic inter- 
pretation and fine vocal quality as 
before.

“HAMLET” IN ITALIAN.

Besides 
the cash prize for the best name, sev- 
eral other prizes of gluminum ware 
will be given for the second and third 
best suggestions. Many of the names 
suggested are amusing, most are ex- 
tremely clever, and some are ver) 
original. The name selected must be 
suitable for spices as well as the 
coffee, and must be a name that can 
be patented by the company. 

The cooking lesson which Mrs. 
Haffner-Ginger gave the class yester- 
day was a very unique one. The les- 
son consisted of instruction in t! 
proper packing of the school lunch 
box. 


Mrs. Haffner-Ginger has made an 
especial study of what is best for the 
little tots to take to*® school, and se 
her hints and instruction were very 
timely and will prove of great value 
to many mothers. 

One of the most valuable bits of 
information was regarding the com- 
mon use of cold meats for the chil- 
dren's sandwiches. Mre. Haffner- 
Ginger told the mothers that the lit- 
tle ones should never be given cold 
sliceqd meats; that is meat was put 
In the lunch box, it should be ground, 
chop up and very sea. 
son 

“Youngsters invariably eat their 
lunch hastily,” said Mrs. MHaffner- 
Ginger, “and for that reason, the 
meat should be given them as nearly 
masticated as it can be. Never, if 
meat is given, should eggs be 
too. Meat and eggs are practically 
the same, and they should not be 
given the child at the some time. Vary 
the lunch with fruit, and ff the child 
likes cheese, give it cottage cheese 
but never the heavier varieties.” 

Mra. Haffner-Ginger told the moth- 
ers that every little jar that could 
be secured with a cover on it, should 
be kept and used in the lunch boy 
Chopped figs and nuts, cottage cheese, 
prunes cut In small pleces and mixe, 
with a few nuts, and such little del! 
cactes help make the cold lunch pata- 
table, she said, and added an edge to 
the child's appetite, and these could 
be easily packed in the lunch bos 
by means of the small fares with 
covers.

Signatures of Washington 
and Know Preserved. 


Faded Document Presented to 
California Club. 


Framed and Given Post of 
Honor in Clubhouse. 


With the nation’s attention directed 
to old Fairfax and Mt. Vernon by ef- 
forts of the State of Virginia to re- 
cover from the Morgan family the 
original will of Martha Washington, 
members of the California Club of 
Los Angeles and their friends are de- 
voting some interest to a faded docu- 
ment that fills a conspicuous place in 
the clubhouse. 


It is parchment, 129 years old, and 
at its bottom appears the signature of 
George Washington, close beside that 
of John Knox, the first Secretary of 
the Navy. Dimmed by time, yet leg- 
ible, these lines a by dead hands 
that did so much to mould the infant 
republic and give shape to its bud- 
ding life, invest the parchment with 
dignity and interest that make it one 
of the valued possessions of the club. 
The document is a certificate 
membership in the Society of the Cin- 
cinnatl, a war-time organization of of- 
ficerg of the Continental Army. Is- 
sued to Capt. Thomas Machin, an ar- 
tillery officer in the War of Inde- 
pendence, it passed from the hands 
of a lineal descendant to those of a 
member of the club, now residing in 
this city, who eight years ago present- 
ed it to the organization to insure its 
careful preservation for all time. 
Since then, it has occupied a space on 
the south wall of the writing-room, 
neatly framed, glass-covered and re- 
moved from the direct glare of light, 
oat in time would efface the signa- 
ures. 

In this connection, it fs recalled

Talks Diplomacy With Oount 
Okuma—Writes on China Sea. 


BY DR. WILEJAM HORACE DAY. 
(Rolling along the China  5Sea, 


Lioyd steamers, Rev. William Horace

“For the past three years the 
farmers have had poor crops and 
the failure on account of the frosts 
this year leaves them in a pitiable 
condition.

Mothers living on such food have 
been unable to feed their babies and 
have made a milk substitute out of 
the hulls of rice which they beat in- 
to a powder and mix with boiling 
water. The young men have left home 
in search of work, while the aged 
and the children are left behind to 

or starve, unless outside relief 
is brought to them.” 


A sad story of the famine district 
is told by the Rev. Chigan Takahashi, 
a miesionary. A tenant in Yubari 
district whose wife was dying from 
starvation and iliness, stole a bale of 
potatoes from his landlord. 

The wife was grateful for the kind- 
ness of her husband, but said: “I de 
not wish to live any longer if it must 
be on stolen food,” and urged him 
to return the goods. 

The husband, conscienc-stricken, 
Was carrying back the potatees when 
he met the landowner. He confessed 
his theft, and asked forgiveness. 

The landowner was im by 
the sad story and not only forgave 
the offense, but made a gift of the 


potatoes to the farmer. The happy 
man returned home—and found his 
wife hanging dead. 

The husband then hanged himself.

It is not cov- 
ered in a single epan, as that would 
have been impossible on account of 
the configuration of the mountain. 
Twelve steel towers, varying in height 
from twenty-three to 100 feet, built 
at various points, carry aerial 
tracks, of which there are two, for 
the railroad is operated on what is 
known as the counter-balance prin- 
ciple—that is to say, when one car is 
drawn up the other descends on the 
opposite track and acts as a counter- 
balance to the weight. 

Naturally, as the line has been bullt 
to carry tourists, it is essential for 
it to be thoroughly safe and strong. 
Hence the ropes at thes ummit depot 
are anchored to the mountainside on 
beds of concrete, while at the valley 
depot they are connected to maasive 
weights sunk in a deep pit. The 
ropes were subjected to a strain five 
times as great as any that could be 
placed upon them. 

The motive power is electricity, a 
journey through the air in the cars 
occupying about fifteen minutes. The 
steepest gradient ls 42 per cent. .The 
cars are so suspended that whatever 
the angle of the ascent the floors are 
always horizontal, and 

windows on all sides allow passengers 
an uninterrupted view. 

To the unseasoned traveler this 
rapid ascent brings on mountain sick- 
ness.

Forgets the Soldier Is a Man. 

{Boston Transcript:] One of the 
military truths our government seems 
continually to forget is that “the sol- 
dier’s a man,” with a man’s sus- 
ceptibility to sentiment, which is a 
very different thing from “sentimen- 
talism.” A regiment is but an aggre- 
gation of men who are moved by con- 
siderations and reflections precisely 
as anh equal number of civilians 
would be moved by common instincts. 
The traditions of a regiment, its rec- 
ord, its glories, its experiences, the 
ezamples and memories of great per- 
sonalities connected with it, are all 
assets of value not merely to the or- 
ganization but to the service and the 
nation. Utilitarianism should keep its 
hands off them. Gradgrinds at head- 
quarters may want to grind down the 
organizations of the army to a pale 
unanimity, but every officer who has 
served with troops knows the ardor 
with which soldierly hearts cherish 
a distinction that seems to the civilian

LONDON, Feb. 7.—Charies Murray 
Marling, the prospective British Min- 
ister to Mexico, is not likely to be kept 
there long if British diplomatic tradi- 
tions are followed. It is considered 
that one term in Latin America is the 
usual service unless a man happens 
to have chosen that part of the world 
as his special sphere, and such i& 
not Mr. Marling’s case. His liking 
has been the Near East and it is no 
secret that he does not relish the idea 
of going to Mexico, but like all officials 
in the diplomatic service be cannot 
very well decline a promotion to be 
Minister when it is offered. 

If he finds troublous times tn Mex- 
ico, however, he will not suffer from 
inexperience. For nearly twenty-five 
years he has served in the Balkans 
and Turkey. He is a careful diplomat, 
and the Foreign Office feels safe in 
sending him anywhere. While he has 
net attained any very high office and 
is still a councillor of embassy at the 
age of 61 years, he has scored many 
successes. 

A Cambridge graduate, he entered 
the diplomatic service as an attache in 
1888 and in the following year was 
of to Athens, the first of his foreign 
appointments.

ty Council to be swamped with de- 
mands that the antiquated ambulance 
service of the metropolis be «mproved. 
With the exception of the one square 
mile under the jurisdiction of the City 
of London, the English capital has no 
wheeled ambulances of any kind. At 
certain street corners throughout the 
various boroughs stretchers are kept 
in boxes, the keys to which are in the 
possession of the nearest patrolman. 
In case of accident the victim must 
wait until sufficient bearers can be 
secured to him to a hospital. 
When no hospital is within walking 
distance, the police may commandeer 
a cab. These primitive measures, 
since the advent of the motor ‘bus 


juggernaut, have involved the death 


of severa) victims, who might have 
been saved if they could have been 
rushed to the ital in a wheeled 


ambulance.

STATE CABLES. 


The Dominions Royal Commission, 
which is holding hearings on the prop- 
osition of a State-owned Atlantic 
cable has written into its record the 
testimony of experts who take issue 
with the opinion held by Postmaster- 
General Herbert Samuel! that such an 
enterprise would not pay. These wit- 
nesses, who gave their evidence in 
Australia, New Zealand and London, 
point to the success of the State- 
owned Pacific cable and argue that an 
Atiantic line would be just as success- 
ful and would give the British em- 
pire a route which would never enter 
foreign territory or come under for- 
eign control. 

The Pacific cable between Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand, completed 
in 1902, cost $10,000,000, which was

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—The German 
Parliament, like that of France, will 
soon be called ypon to consider meas- 
ures of restraint upon the liquor 
business of the empire. 

The Federal Council has prepared 
or consideration a bill, which is the 
result of years of agitation against 
the issuing of liquor licenses regardless 
of whether there is any real demand 
for more drinking places. Under the 
existing law, municipalities are au- 
thorized to refuse licenses where the 
need for their issuance is not proved, 
but the new measure makes such re- 
fusal mandatory. It also requires ap- 
plicants for licenses to shew that they 
are persons of good character and 
can be depended upon to conduct their 
business properly. 

The new measure is neral in its 
application, but is alm rimarily at 
Berlin, where the development of 
drinking places of a dubious sort in 
last three or four years has 
been amazing. Quiet residential dis- 
trictse have been invaded by gaudy 
restaurants and cafes, and institutions 
known as “American bars,” equipped 
with barmaids and exotic fiddlers, and 
serving mixed drinks termed “Ameri- 
can.” To these places come hangers- 
on of beth sexes; none of them close 
their ore 3 or 4 o'clock. in 
the morning, and in most of them 
business is at its height at those 
hours.

LECTRICITY 
FOR COOKING. 


[Dallas News:] Householders in 
City, Kan., are experimenting 
of electricity as a fuel in 
The experiment of fuel by 
as it is being tried in that town 
resolved itself into a contest, to 
disclose how low u« price may be al- 
lowed for the week's supply of elec- 
tric current. There is no longer much 
experiment as to the economy of us- 
ing electricity there for kitchen pur- 
poses. One housekeeper in that city 
cooked all the meals for her family 
of five dufing one entire week in an 
electric fireless cooker and did the 
family ironing besides, at a total cost 
of 19% cents for electricity. Another 
cooked three full dinners for three 
in a similar cooker at a cost of 8 
cents for electricity. The owner of 
a pretentious home on Quindaro 
boulevard baked biscuits in an elec- 
trical oven at a cost of 1 cent. She 
cooked a two-pound roast for 2 centa. 
The meals for her family and guests 
for a full week and the troning for 
three hours were accomplished at «a 
cost of 73% ‘cents for electricity. 

Electricity for cooking costs 3 cents 
a kilowatt In Kansas City, Kan. The 
people of Kansas City, Kath.. own 
their own electric light and power 
plant. Kansas City, Kan., a 
commission form of government. 

It is probable that if the electric 
plant were owned by a private cor- 
poration the experiment would not 
have been made, says the Kansas City 
Star, to reduce the cost of electricity 
to the people by getting all the peo- 
ple to cook with it, for private cor- 
porations as a rule don't do business 
that way. Again, says the Star, if 
the government in Kansas City, Kan., 
was in the hands of politicians, who 
are in the same class with the public 
service corporations in their lack of 
regard for the interests of the peo- 
ple, it is likely that the experiment 
of reducing the price of electric cur- 
rent would not have been made. 

The commissioners who are admir?- 
istering the municipal affairs of Kan- 
sas City, Kan., placed the manage- 
ment of the city’s electric plant in 
the hands of a good business man, 
who is also an efficient electrician. 
And he is nlothing of a politician. It 
is not stated how many votes this 
plant manager may be able to con- 
trol, for he was not employed because 
of his political influence. When this 
manager of the municipal plant took 
charge of it he found a condition 
which an ordinary politician would 
probably never have seen or, having 
seen, would have had no desire to 
remedy it. The chief energy of the 
plant was given to producing elec- 
tricity for lighting. As lights burn 
mostly at night, the engines and dy- 
pamos and all the power worked 
hardest at night. During the day, 
when few tight were burned, the 
plant did little. But it cost about as 
much to keep the plant running dur- 
ing the daytime as at night. And the 
plant was capable of producing « 
great deal more electrical current 
than it was producing, with very lit- 
tle additional cost to produce it. 

The logic of a situation like this 
was to apply some efficiency argu- 
ments to the proposition—to figure 
on how to make the plant more pro- 
ductive during the e hours 
when its overhead expense was “4 
great and its actual operating expense 
was nearly as great as when it was 
most active. The answer was to cre- 
ate demand for the current during 
} the off hours. Practically no one 
was cooking with electricity in the 
Kansas city. People were doing it 
elsewhere and with success. If the 
people could be Induced to cook with 
electricity it would keep the plant 
busy and the increased income and 
greater efficiency would lower the 


So the experiment in cooking with 
the fuel that comes by wire was in- 
stituted In Kansas City, Kan. It was 
found out what appliances are best 
and most economical for electrical 
cooking and how much it would cost 
as compared with gas; coal or other 
fuels. If it should prove practical 
and economical the task remained of 


city. Various cooking appliances 
were secured and they were placed in 
a number of homes to be operated 
under the supervision of an electrica) 
engineer, who was to make careful 
tests of the current consumed and the 
efficiency of the utensila in other re- 
gards. Two official types of electrica) 
fireless cookers have been tried. One 
of these is a square stove-like appli- 
ance that stands on short legs. Its 
outside skin of sheet steel. Between 
this and the inside wall is a dead air 
space lined with asbestus to retain 
the heat in the cooker. In the bot- 
tom is a disc plate that generates ihe 
heat. Two pans with tight covers 
ft in, one above the other, and a lid 
fits so closely over the whole that it 
is air-tight. The cooker costs $12. 
a week of accurate and eco- 


the regular meals for a family of 
five and heated the smoothing irons 
for twenty-five minutes using exactly 
6% kilowatts, which cost the con- 
sumer 8 cents a kilowatt, amounting 
to 19% cents for heat for a week's 
kitchen use. 

Another type of electrical fireless 
cooker, which was tested in the home 
of the Mayor of the city, is cylindrical 
in form and twenty-four inches high. 
It also has a steel jacket, an air space 
and asbestos lining. While the other 
cooks with heat from a disc this heats 
water which is contained in a hermet- 
ically sealed double bottom. The 
water—about two pints—is heated by 
the electric current and this heat is 
imparted to the pans above. This 
cooker costs $36. Three full dinners 
were cooked for the family with this 
appliance on 2 2-3 kilowatts of cur- 
rent. 

Arrangements have been made for 
an exhibition in the City Hall of Kan- 
sas City, Kan., of all kinds of elec- 
tric cooking appliances in operation 
in that city with lectures by experts 
who will explain the various proc- 
esses. The women of that city will 
be urged to go and see the cooking 
utensils and learn how to economize 
by using the cheap electric current 
that the municipal plant is making as 
a result of efficiency methods in its 
operation.

IVERSIDE PROUD 
OF NEW CHURCH. 


RIVERSIDE, March 14.—The 
citizens of Riverside are exceedingly 
proud of the latest addition to the 
so-called “civic center” group, the 
First Congregational Church, which 
stands at the corner of Seventh and 
Lemon streets, next to the new post- 
office and opposite the library and 
the 
beautiful, house of worship represents 
a cost of over $100,000 and embodying 
as it does the true Spanish feeling in 
design, is in strict keeping with the 
other fine structures in fits vicinity. 

The church was planned by Myron 
Hunt of Los Angeles, and is regarded 
as probably the, most noteworthy 
achievement of this well-known 
architect. The building ts of a cruci- 
form shape and. of brick and tile 
construction, no wood entering into 
its make-up, excepting in the inside 
ceiling trusses, which are left ex- 


posed. : 

The architect has succeeded tn de- 
signing a structure in which the 
acoustics ate good and itn which the 
artificial lighting does not disturb the 
eves. The thumination is from in- 
direct sources, all tixtures being en- 
tirely hidden from the congregation. 

The body of the church follows in 
its plan the best Spanish traditions, 
the only touch of Americanism being 
seen in the tower, the cross at the 
pinnacle of which is 125 feet above 
the sidewalk. The architect himself 
in deecribing this feature, says: “I 
took an old New Fngiland steeple and 
modified it along Spanish Re 
lines. The resulting tower or steeple 
has enough Spanish detail to give it 
the feeling of a Spanish or Mexican 
edifice.” 

The Sunday-schoo!l department of 
the church contains twenty-four 
rooms and is all under the one roof. 
Eventually, as the membership grows, 
the space in this department will be 
thrown into the main auditorium and 
a separate Sunday-schoo!

Whole hats are not made of it, or 
of any other one material. Combina- 
tions are entirely fashionable. Even 
when straw is used for informal hats 
there is one part of satin or taffeta 
or moire ribbons. When tulle is the 
chief part of the hat, when -it forms 
the upstanding brim, then the crown 
is of moire or satin, or maybe straw,

“Wonderful things are done with 
this silk net. In the hande of those 
entirely great, it is often mightier 
than the plume.

Has Trebied During the Past Twelve 
Years, Even Though the People Do 
Not Seem to Love Us. 

[Brooklyn Eagle:] The Department 
of Commerce figures showing that our 
exports to Latin-America were $321,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year of 1912, ad 
against $106,000,000 im 1900, are in- 
spiring to Americans who agree with 
Secretary Redfield that we can com- 
pete on even terms in the world's 
market for manufactured goods. Lat- 
in-American lands do not love ua, 
but they buy from wus what cannot 
be gotten so good or so cheap else- 
where. In spite of long diplomatic 
irritations Venezuela has more than 
doubled her purchases of American 
goods. Colombia, still smarting under 
the Roosevelt-stimulated rebellion 
that made our acquisition of the 
Panama Canal zone poesibic, never- 
theless bought from us to the amount 
of $7,338,000, against $2,750,000 in 
1900. Our gains appear everywhere. 
They have been achieved without 
such close attention to the taste of the 
purchasers as both British and Ger- 
man manufacturers show, and with- 
out any such banking facilities in 
South America as England offers to 
her exporters. 

The removal of sources of Irritation 
by wiser stateemanship we are sure 
will stimulate this trade. The recog- 
nition of banking needs is bound to 
come. On that depends the safe 
granting of time to buyers as English 
sellers do, often discounting six 
months’ paper. And, above all, the 
Panama Canal is yet to produce its 
effect in the immense extension of 
our Latin-American commerce. If 
the preserit outlook is not deceptive 
broader markets wil!) within two or 
three years make overproduction a

VOLZLANO DANCE. 

While the dancers rested and slaked 
their thirst with orange wine, our 
host gave us a graphic description of 
the “volcano dance,” which is per- 
formed ih the dark of the moon by 
the light of kuge bonfires. An imi- 
tation crater of huge creepers is built 
at a point where there is @ smeoth 
aye chute of thirty or forty yards 
n bength ending in the bush below. 


red hibiscus, enter the crater through 
a small opening, leap high in the air 
like erupting lava and go rolling off 
down the chute to the thunder of 
drums and the subterranean growls of 
the male chorus. From the lower 
end of the chute @ back trall leads 
the “ e entrance” of the 
crater, so that fifty or sixty dancers, 
with a sufficiency of orange wine on 
tap at the crater door, have no 4Airf- 


long the red 
hibiscus trimmings stood the rolling 
down part of the eruption, but before 
the doctor could reply the opening 
drum beat of the next dance sounded

PEARLING SCHOONER DANCE. 

With short, sharp yells, a compact 
flying mass of girls came charging 
out of the “greenroom” like a fiying 
wedge of the good old days of mass 
play in football, and went scurrying 
straight across into the shadows of 
the opposite side of the crater. This 
was the “launching of the ship” for 
the “Pearli Schooner Dance.” Di- 
rectly canoe of stout paddlers 
came towing her back into the moon- 
light with liana hawsers, and all in 
an instant, as each of the dancers 
threw aloft a square.of white muslin, 
She was under sail and off to sea. 

Now she threaded, in short tacks, 
the pessage through the reef, and 
now, to low, sweet crooning like a 
lullaby, she bowed and curtesied and 
pitched and rolled in the swift-run- 
ning ocean swells. 

Presently she threaded another 
passage, anchored and took in her 
sails in a etill lagoon. Here, with 
the barely perceptible motion of the 
schooner showing in the rythmic 
rocking of the dancers, divers went 
over the side and brought up pear! 
shell. One lusty diver lent color to 
hia pantomime by bringing up a huge 
cocoanut, the incalculable value of 
his “pearl” being told with a facility 
of gesture that would have put to 
shame a motion picture hero. 

But the comedy hit of this dance 
was the hooking and landing of a 
shark on a strand of Hana. Baited 
with the cocoanut pearl, the creeper 
line was thrown over, to attract the 
instant attention of a school of glisten- 
ing mMan-eaters which, with raised ei- 
bow dorsals, went wriggling about 
the grass under the schooner’s bows. 
After an ameaszingly-clever bit of 
“shark play” about the bait, one of 
the “monsters” rolled over on his 
back and “swallowed” it, the crew 
promptiy “tailing on” to the liana 
to bring him aboard. : 

The “shark,” as was explained to 
us afterwards, had drunk consider- 
ably more orange wine than should 
have fallen to his share, and the fight 
he put up before being landed and 
“cut to pleces” came dangerously 
near to sinking the pretty pearler 
then and there. 

Floundering and snapping his teeth 
in a manner that would have done 
credit to a monster of twice his size. 
and roaring as no shark of any size 
ever roared, the gamy leviathan was 
no sooner laid alongside than, with 
a vigorous swish of his tall (both feet 
Planted squarely in the pit of the 
stomach of the trim ‘“vahine” who 
chanced to be nearest him) he stove 
a gaping hole in the starboard side. 
An instant later his “triple row of 
barbed teeth” had closed on the arm 
of a siender miss who, sitting on the 
shoulders of a stout Kanaka, repre- 
sented the mainmast, and brought her 
crashing to the deck, squealing like 
a roped pig. The “cutting up” of the 
shark, owing to this obstreperousness, 
must have been a bit more realistic 
than usual, for he still bore marks of 
it when I saw him in Papeete a week 
later. 

After being “careened” for repairs 
the schooner, her hold bulging with 
pearls, got up sall again and started 
for home, only to encounter the in- 
evitable hurricane and go to pieces 
on the rocks to the accompaniment of 
the same unleashed fury of wind and 
waves and thunder that had uprooted 
the cocoanuts. For some minutes 
spars, planks and other bits of 


wreckage, imploring help at the top 
of their lungs, eddied and swirled 
about the greensward. Then a re- 
sistless current bore them relentless-

“greenroom” and the 
Schooner Dance” was over. 


NUPTIAL HULA. 
In the good doctor's original plan 
of the evening's entertainment several 
more dances of the nature of those 


just described were called for, but the 
carelessness of the commissariat in 
dealing out the orange wine too rapid- 
ly ordained otherwise. The sounds of 
revelry from the “greenroom” were 
keying higher every moment, and our 
host’s apprehensiveness showed in 
the quick glowings and palings of his 
nervously. puffed cigarette. When, 
instead of the sober “aimine” which 
opens up the burlesque “Missionary 
Dance,” there sounded the wail of ac- 
cordions, the roll of shark-hide drums, 
and the clear, deep-throated voices 
of the girls in the preliminary strains 
of the “Nuptial Hula,” he sprang to 
his feet.to explode into excited Anglo- 
German-Tahitian. 

“Nein! Nein!" he cried. “Das ist 
nichts was I tell them. Hare! Hare! 
Ge back mit you!" But he might as 
well have tried to_stem the tide of 
the Pacific as that swirling onrush 
from the “green-room.” 

By this time the shaft of lunar 
calcium, slightly broadening as the 
moon rose, had moved across the 
dancing floor until its outer side was 
just beginning to encroach upon our 
mat-covered dias, so that instead of 
back row—left—as at first our seats 
now occupied approximately the posi- 
tion of first row—orchestra—center. 
We were in the “bald-headed row” 
with @ vengeance, and just at the 
wrong time. 

Like a pack of hungry wolves 
charging down upon a fold of lambs, 
the Bacchic throng swarmed out of 
the shadows into the spot-light about 
our dias and threw itself, with the 
reckless abandon born of three bours’ 
of steady tippling at the wine cala- 
bashes, into the sinuous writhings of 
the “Nuptial Hula,” a dance rarely 
performed in the past, except at the 
wedding feasts of royalty, and now, 
as it is strictly against the French 
law, almost never in any circum- 
stances. 

To a spectator watching from a dis- 
tance some suggestion of rhythm and 
unity might have been apparent in 
the movements of the dance. From

our advanced position, as to a man 


in the thick of a battle, the general 
action was lost sight of in the wealth 
of local interest. There was nothing 
to do but fix your attertion on the 
earest dancer hope, as at a 
multi-ringed circus, that nothing of 
greater interest was going on any- 
where else. Once your attention was 
fixed, it was not likely to go wander- 
ing far afield for a new center of in- 
terest. 

As an exhibition of eccentric mus- 
cular action alone, this dance is 
worth a world of trouble to see In 
the slow opening movements, to a 
seductive, half-crooning, half chirp- 
ing air, it is as though every square 
inch of the oll glistening form before 
you is trying to move in a different 
direction. ere, is something of the 
suggestion of a coiling and uncolling 
snake in it; something of that of the 
twisting green stream of Water where 
it shoots between two mid-stream 
boulders; something of that of the 
whirling columns of the “dust-deviis” 
ef the desert. 


But what comparison can you find 
for the wild thing that springs into 
life as the music quickens and the 
intoxication of the sensuous dance en- 
ters into the bleod of the dancers? 
There is still a suggestion of the 
former sinuousity of motion, but at 
a trip-hammer speed which defies the 
eye to follow it; a double action, 
reciprocating, triple-expansion quiver, 
beginning at the plume tips and end- 
ing at the tods, that would make a 
Newfoundland dog shaking himself 
after a bath look like a stuffed mu- 
seum specimen in comparison. 

For a minute, or two, or three (one 
loses count of time when elemental! 
forces like these are loosed) this 
rapid-fire action continues. Then they 
all sink into quivering heaps on the 
grass with just enough wind left to 
raise feeble cries for the boys with 
the wine calabasghes, a circumstance 
which led my friend to remark that 
their enthusiasm for the dance had 
probably been due to the fact that 
they were “shaking for the drinks.” 

That which was just finished was 
the fret of the three climacteric 
“movements” of the “Nuptig! Hula,” 
explained the doctor in the short rest 
interval. He had not expected that it 
would be daneed, but pow that it was 
Started it would be an unpardonable 
breach of etiquette to attempt to stop 
it. 

“Besides,” he added, chuckling, 
“you chentlemen hef bewall der 
decadence of her hula in Tahiti, and 
said dat der white man cannot der 
‘real thing’ see. In one leetle moment 
you der ‘real thing’ shall see.”

REAT art thou, perfect 


Thy virtue is full; thy doctrine 
complete, 
Among mortal men there has not 
been thine equal, 
All kings honor thee. 
Thy statutes and laws 
gloriously down. 
Reverently have the sacrificial ves- 
sels been set out. 


Full of awe, we sound oudiPums and 
belis.” 

These are the words, according to 
Legge's translation, in which the Chi- 
nese emperors, through generations 
and dynasties from ages long dead 
to the last years of imperialism, paid 
respect to the memory of Confucius. 
It is supposedly in similar terms that 
President Yuan Shi-ka! has been in- 
structed by the Chinese adminis- 
trative council to continue official 
recognition of the great mora) teach- 
er of China who was born in Teou in 
the year 550 B.C., and who, accord- 
ing to Dr. Paul Carus, and many oth- 
er American and European scholars 
who have investigated Chinese 
thought and Chinese history pains- 
takingly and impartially, “gave defi- 
nite form to Chinese ethics and 
molded the character of the nation.” 
The language is minted eloquence in 
adulation, as one would cxpect In an 
official ritual of a people by whom 
culture has been continuously con- 
served for more than 4000 years. Yet 
even “among mortal men there has 
not been thy equal” is not, after all, 
much more fulsome (if any more) 
than other words of glowing pride 
which are sometimes used by Ameri- 
can platform orators on occasions 
when we commemorate the glories of 
our own dead. Making due allowance 
for the oriental mind and th oriental 
attitude and atmospherc, the oral of- 
fering ought not to sound so very 
alarming in occidental eers. There is 
neither assertion of divinity nor of 
divine origin. It is mere'y a perpet- 
uation of honor paid to the contem- 
porary of Lao-tze, whose “statutes 
and laws have come gloriously down” 
from his generation to our own, from 
the days of Emperor Ling (2464 years 
ago) to these days of President Yuan. 
Also, it must be remembered that it 
was Confucius who gave to China, tn 
the Analects, ideas and customs which 
have become crystallized in Chinese 
etiquette. He taught the Golden Rule 
as he saw it dimly with the eyes of 
an idealist, “What ye will not have 
done to you, do ye not unto others.” 
Tt is claimed for whim that “he 
worked a marvelous refcrmation in 
the manners of the people, and so his 
sovereign raised him to a higher po- 
sition, entrusting him first with the 
ministry of works and then with the 
ministry of justice.” 

According to the China Year Rook, 
“Confucianism—a moral code rather 
than a form of worship" 
“dees not appeal to the masses (in 
China,) the temple observances being 
confined to the official classes and the 
literati. At the same time, Confucian 
ideals of Ufe and conduct permeate 
the whole people.” Taoism, Bud- 
dhism and Mohammedanism account 
for the vast majority of the non- 
Christian population of China. It Is 
estimated that out of her 400,000,000 
people there are from 15,000,000 to 
20,000,000 of Chinese Mohammedansa. 
There are, also, lesser secta. Put it ts 
still true, as the China Year Book 
points out, that the Confucian ethics 
have been jealously conserved as a 
theory, even though they frequently 
lapsed in practice, by all those, what- 
ever their creed, who held offices un- 
der previous Chinese administrationa. 
Added to this is the unquestioned fact 
that a certain amount of politics has 
surrounded an otherwise possibly cen- 
vine movement to confer upon (Con- 
fucius honors and attributes which 
would not be in accord with the pro- 
gressive spirit of new China. 

Bearing these facts in mind, and 
realizing also that many of the moet 
sincere Chinese friends of Americans 
and Europeans doubt the wisdom of 
too rapidly occidentalizing China and 
dislike the idea that China should 
cast overboard those graceful and at- 
tractive habits and customs which 
have become a part of the Chinese 
people, it is easy to comprehend the 
circumstances under which China has 
officially decided to retain for Con- 
fucius his previous place in the na- 
tional feasts. It is not necessarily a 
reactionary step. It is not a sign that 
China is going to raise up a new bar-

rier against civil and religious liberty. 
It is merely a new indication of the 
old homely truth, “large bodies move 
slowly.” China has declared positive- 
ly her adherence to the modern prin- 
ciple of religious tolera China 
will not, of her own v retreat 
from this wise position. . 

Judging from reliable reports from 
Peking, the discussion of Confucian- 
iem in the Chinese administrative 
council was marked by great restraint 
and a liberal breadth of view. Here, 
for example, are three q that 
were propounded: 

“1. is Confucius a god or a human 
being. If the latter, how can he be 
worshiped? 

“2. If Confucian worship were in- 
troduced into the schools, how can 
the scholars of other religions main- 
tain equal standing’ 

“3. Whether sacrifice to Confucius 
is similar to sacrifice to heaven?” 

The chairman of the council is 
quoted as saying: “These matters 
are purely political and are not in 
any way connected wit religion.” 
This was the argument of the Em- 
peror K’anghsi during the seventeenth 
century controversy between the Jesu- 
ite and Dominicans as to whether 
Confucianism constituted a system of 
ethics or a religious belief. It reeme 
to be generally agreed that an op- 
portunity for the immediate Chris- 
tianization of China was lost as the 
outcome of that controversy, 400 
years ago. The same mistake ia not 
likely to be repeated either by the 
Chinese or their occidental Christian 
f Gs, -and it is to be noted that 
ished representatives of 
American Christian bodies have come 
out boldly in recognition of the true 
situation. For instance, the Associ- 
ated Press quotes Dr. F. M. North, 
secretary of the Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in charge of the Chinese 
field, as saying: “I think that Pre«i- 
dent Yuan Shi Kai is concerned that 
there shall not come to China a pe- 
riod of irreligion. Our missionaries 
who know him say that he believes it 
is essential that his country shall not 
lose its ethical strength. He has said 
that the ethic#e of Christianity are es- 
sential to the Chinese republic and 
his nieces are now being educated in 
one of our schools in Peking.” 

It ie generally conceded by those 
best fitted to speak on this subject 
that Confucianism, as a sort of Chi- 
nese Chesterfieldian code of polite- 
ness, will survive, nourished and 
strengthened, as Christianity steadily 
breaks its path over the entire Orient. 
A few months ago the Far Bastern 
Information Bureau of New York is- 
sued a statement that the Chinese 
agency of the American Bible 60- 
clety, alone, disposed of nearly one 
million copies of the scriptures dur- 
img the first six months of last year. 
It was calculated then that 5,000,000 
Bibles would have been placed in the 
hands of new Christians before the 
end of the year. In the province of 
Kuangtung, of which Canton is the 
capital, almost all the officials, from 
Governor to junior clerk, are Chris- 
tians. The province boasts 86,000,000 
Christian Bible is 
taught in the schools. A few days 
ose (to be precise, January 25.) two 

inese studentsa were received into 
Christianity at Syracuse, N. Y. One 
of these students, 5. O. Au, in em- 
bracing the doctrines of Yhe divine 
Nazarene, said: “To me, Confucianism 
is a philosophy, not a religion. This 
same view is held by many thousands 
of the more intelligent Chinese. China 
needs men of atrong moral character 
for her religious, social and politica! 
uplifht, and we look to Christianity 
to supply such men. Some of my 
relatives are Christians, others are 
not; but I shall do my utmost through 
letters and personally, when I return 


to China, to convert them to Chris- 


tianity.” 

Pagan temples have been turned in- 
to schoolhouses. A modern primary 
school system is being established, 
embracing the furthest limita of the 
former Chinese empire. Peace, order, 
toleration, uplift, everywhere betokens 
the real spirit of new China. There 
is inspiration for a complete refuta- 
tion of the pessimistic presumption 
that saving to Confucius a few time- 
honored rites and customs means a 
return to reaction or the gathering 
of clouds which might possibly over- 
aa the Christian horizon in the 

ast.

Demonstrations of Miners 
Occur Frequently. 


Bisbee Fails to Worry 
Executed “Americans.” 


Depositors of Douglas Bank 
Paid Fifty Per Cent. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE 

BISBEE (Aris.) March 13.—While 
trouble at Cananea has temporarily 
been stilled by the refusal of Gen. 
Carranza to consider a number of 
matters placed before him by the 
Mexican population, there is no as- 
surance that mining work at the great 
copper camps may not be stopped any 
day in the future. According to Gen- 
eral Manager J. 8. Douglas, a dispute 
over the method of payment of the 
export duties on bullion has been 
satisfactorily settled and it is told 
that the governing authorities in Son- 
ora have in general been most court- 
eous to the officials of the mining 
company. The populace of the Cana- 
hea camps appears to have taken 
upon itself a large degree of authority 
and mess meetings and threats of riot 
are not infrequent. About 600 min- 
ers participated in a demonstration 
against an order that Chivatera be 
made separate muniqgjpality and 
the order had to be rescinded. There 
ie aleo muc hanti-Chinese agitation, 
lead by the Mexican washwomen, a 
delegation of these marching to Naco, 
forty-two miles, to put their com- 
plaint before who gave 
them scant sympathy. But the Chi- 
nese for several days had to hide in 
the hills fearing violence from the en- 
raged “lavanderas.”’ 

EXECUTION OF AMERICANS. 


There is an entire lack of irritation 
lecally over the report that four 
Americans have been executed by the 
Constitutionalists at Naco. The Amer- 
leans were of Mexican derivation and 
until thelr escape from a road camp 
near Bisbee were held as convicts 
sentenced to the Arizona penitentiary.

r; Loreto Verdugo, sentenced from 

mix for assault with deadly 
weapon: Manuel Alvarez. sentenced 
from Phoenix for grand larceny, and 
Antonio Marquez, sentenced from No- 
gales for assault with intent to com- 
mit murder. After their escape it ap- 
pears that they promptly joined the 
Conastitutionalist army at.Naco, there 
they participated in a dancehouse 
riot and, being soldiers, were tried by 
u court-martial, which sentenced them 
to death. Marquez is understood to 
have been executed later than his fel- 
lows. Some protest was made by 
American officials, but very generally 
:be shooting of the four Americans is 
regarded with equanimity.

TESTS FOR MINERS. 
J. N. Osler, who te no relation to 
the noted longevity expert, has’ been 
placed in charge of a new department 
of the Copper Queen Consolidated 
Mining Company, the handling of all 
applicants for employment on the 
basis of physical qualifications. Each 
Pp tive employee hereafter will 
be compelled to take a physical 
examination and to prove his fitness 
for the class of labor tn which he is to 
be hired. This idea of physical fit- 
ness was first suggested by a commit- 
tee of miners in the company’s “safety 
first” department. According to this 
committee there have been found 
working in the mines men suffering 
from heart disease, epilepsy, tuber- 
culosis and certain forms of diseases 
that produce convulsions. These 
men are not only in danger them- 
selves, but serve to endanger their

ADIOGRAPHY 
BARES SECRETS. 


radiography, or X-ray 
Photography, consists in the fact that 
it enables us to see the inside of 
things. It virtually realizes the old 
paradox of “seeing through a stone 
wall.” There is, perhaps, no achieve- 
ment of man that smacks more of 
magic than this. We can look at our 
own bones and hearts and lungs and 
watch our blood coursing through 
the veins and arteries of the living 
body. 

I have recently described the im- 
provements by means of which in- 
stantaneous photographs are now 
made of the internal organs and mo- 
tion pictures are produced which 
show them in action as if the bodies 
of men had suddenly become trans- 
Parent. But there is another thing, 
hardly less surprising, to be added. 
Radiography is now being applied to 
microscopic objects. 

M. Pierre Goby of Grasse, in 
France, has invented an apparatus by 
which magnified X-ray photographs 
of the interior of minute objects, and 
of the internal microscopic parts of 
larger objects, can be obtained. As 
M. Goby says, his process is, in effect, 
an “optical dissection.” 

Take, for instance, a leaf, with all 
its fine interior veins. These veins are 
invisible to the eye, but “microradiag- 
raphy” reveals them in all their com- 
plexity without the necessity of de- 
stroying the leaf. This is a great 
boon to the botanist who wishes to 
study the interior structure of plants. 

M. Goby has produced magnified 
radiophotographs of the little crea- 
tures called foramanifera, which are 
mere pin points in size, and in these 
photographs the internal organs of 
the minute animals can be seen with 
astonishing distinctness. 

‘Bo, too, he has photographed smal! 
animals like snails inside their shells. 
The X-ray eye sees straight through 
the shells, and by virtue of the dif- 
ferent degrees of transmissibility 
which the various parts of the little 
animal present to the rays its‘ entire 
internal structure is revealed in a 
sort of shadow picture, beautifully 
graduated, and from which nothing 
seems to be omitted. These photo- 
graphs are so sharp that additional 
magnifying power may be applied in 
examining them. 

Natural history, biology, and geol- 
ogy all gain something from this new 


method of inyestigation. Hitherto it 
has been necessary in examining the 


interior of many organisms under the 
microscope to destroy them by cut- 
ting them into slices thin enough to 
be penetrated by ordinary light. 

In this way it is impossible to see 
them just as they are in nature. Im- 
portant parts are destreyed in the 
process of dissection, and the true re- 
lations of one part to another are 
often lost. 

Nothing of this kind occurs when 
the objects are radiophotographed. 
Everything is seen in its proper place 
and form. Every step in the internal 
development and growth of the or- 
ganism is revealed as if the observer 
were furnished with eyes that can see 
the inside as well as the outside of 
things, and at the same time magni- 
fy what they See. 

When a minute snail, half as long 
as the nail of your little finger, draws 
himself into his shell he doubtless 
thinks that he is safe from prying 
eyes. But to the X-ray he is no more 
hidden than is the body of the tradi- 
tional ostrich with its head buried in 
the sand. Not only does the micro- 
radiograph reveal him in his spiral 
house, but it brings into plain sight 
the internal organs of his as 

1. 


He is naked, he is translucent, he 
is deprived of all privacy within and 
without: the refuge of opacity is no 
longer for him; he is disclosed to the 
very center of his being. And witha! 
every part of him is magnified into 
greater conspicuousness. The same 
rays that reveal the secrets of his hid- 
den body show all the convolutions of 
the shell that incloses him, its deli- 
cate gradations and its graceful in- 
terior curves. House and inhabitant 
are alike thrown open to a new mys- 
terious day in nothing can lie 
concealed. 

The ancient life of the globe, the 
life of creatures long since erased from 
the roll call of existing species, is re- 
vealed in like manner by microradiog- 
raphy. 

The internal structure of little ani- 
mals that perished millions of years 
ago and were sealed up in the rocks, 
preserved like the Pharaohs in their 
mummy rolls, is thrown open to the 
curious eyes of the naturalist. He can

No more is required to show how 
immensely important to science this 
mew branch of radiography may be- 
come.

INDIAN CATTLE RAISERS. | 


The Navajos Are Doing Their Share 
Towards Keeping Down the Cost of 
Living. 

{New York Sun:] By bet- 
ter breeds of sheep and cattle the 
Navajos of New Mexico are going to 
do their share toward reducing the 
cost of meat. Incidentally, they are 
going to increase the value of their 
wool clip by many millions of pounds. 

S. F. Stacher, superintendent of the 
Pueblo Bonita agency, which agency 
has jurisdiction over about 3000 Nava- 
jos, ecattered over an area of 6000 
square miles in the eastern part of the 
great Navajo reservation, offers un- 
mistakable evidences of the results he 
has accomplished in “grading up” 


Navajo sheep. 
“These Navajos, like the rest of 
their tribe,” said Superintendent 


Stacher recently, “are self-supporting 
and follow the pastoral life. Their 
herds and flocks are the chief source 
of revenue. They own upward of 
175,000 sheep and goats, but until two 
y: ars ago little was accomplished in 
the breeding up of their stock. Dur- 
ing the fall of 1911 seven Navajo 
sheep growers were induced to pur- 
chase seven head of Persian rams. 

“Last year 126 more Persians were 
purchased for the sheep growers of 
this district, costing them $20 in labor 
for each one. No Indian secured 
more than two for his herd, and the 
result is the many Indian stock grow- 
ers have improved lambs this season. 
The Persians are noted for their 
hardiness, big bone and heavy wool. 
The average Navajo sheep will not 
shear more than two pounds of wool, 
while the first cross in improvement 
has sheared five pounds in some 
cases. It requires a hardy breed to 
withstand the hardships of this desert. 
At times there is hardly enough wa- 
ter to keep the flocks alive. During 
exceptional droughts the feed also be- 
comes very ecarce. Such conditions 
would kill the ordinary well-bred 
sheep. 

“Cattle and horses have not had 
much attention in the past until this 
season, when better grades of animals 
were secured by the Indians. Per- 
cherons have been chosen as the breed 
best suited to improve the Indian 
stock, which consists mostly of 
ponies.” . 

Superintendent Stacher has taken 
pictures of the stock and other things 
he considers of educational value. 
Through the medium of a large pic- 
ture projector the superintendent 
gives picture shows when meetings are 
held at different places. In this way 
he enlists the attention of the Indians 
much more readily than by any other 
means. 

The Navajos in the aggregate own 
millions of head of sheep, goats and 
cattle. They are natural herdsmen, 
and when they have learned the les- 
son of improving their stock they will 
be able to ship great quantities of 
beef and mutton to eastern markets. 
The improvement of stock on the 
Navajo reservation is merely part of 
a concerted movement to encourage 
the Indians in general to take up the 
work of stock raising with a view to 
assisting in overcoming the present 
national shortage of meat. The In- 
dian reservations in the West contain 
the finest grazing lands in the world.

Urges Study of Civic Center. . 

Further action is planned by the 
Southern California chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, in 
furthering the project for the adop- 
tion of a comprehensive civic center 


plan for the city of Los Angeles. At 
the monthly meeting of the chapter, 
last Tuesday evening, at the Hollen- 
beck, Cafe, the special Committee on 
City Planning, composed of John C.

Vawter has made an ex- 
haustive study of the subject in er 
nection with the Los Angeles Bible 
Institute buildings, for which the firm 
of Walker & Vawter are the archi- 
tects, and illustrated some of § the 
problems met and solved in design- 
ing the four auditoriums in these 
structures. His handling of the sub- 
ject was in the nature of a review 
of those fundamental underlying 
physicals laws which are the basis of 
engineering work in all other 
branches, but which have been hither- 
to not thought applicable to prob- 
lems in acoustics.

‘ROOM AT THE TOP. 


Rise of a Railroad President from 
a Chore Boy About the Station to 

(Christian Science Monitor: ] 
Within the last few weeks there have 
been at least three striking reminders 
of the fact that the United States not 
only has been in the past, but is still 
a land of opportunity for the indus- 
trious, honorably ambitious and com- 
petent. Certain business changes 
have resulted in promotion to the 
highest positions in great industrial 
concerns of men who began at the 
very lowest possible round of the lad- 
der. In one case a man whose first 
duty was to sweep out a certain es- 
ablishment is now its ral man- 
ager with responsibility over a busi- 
ness running to many millions, and 
with remuneration accordingly. Ne 
name has been more familiar in the 
American business world during re- 
cent years, no name has been more 
highly respected, few names have 
carried more weight in industrial and 
financial affairs than that of W. C. 
Brown, president of the New York 
Central lines. Yet Mr. Brown in 
youth began his education in railroad- 
ing at Thompson, IL, as a section 
hand. 

In return for helping with odd jobs 
around a railway station, an opera- 
tor taught him telegraphy. A little 
later he was placed in charge of an 
instrument on the line. A little later 
he became night operator of a train 
dispatcher’s office in Minneapolis. In 
1876 he began a twenty-five-year 
term of service with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy system, start- 
ing as a train dispatcher and filling, 
one after another, all the intermedi- 
até positions until he became genera! 
superintendent of the Missouri lines, 
with headquarters at St. Joseph. All 
the succeeding steps were natural. 
He became general manager of the 
Burlington system, was called to the 
vice-presidency of the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern Railroad; in 
1902 was promoted to the vice-presi- 
dency in charge of operation end 
maintenance of the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany. From this post he rose to the 
vice- and general mana- 
gership of the New York Centra) 
lines, and in 1909 became president, 
with full authority over the opera- 
tion and maintenance of a system 
embracing 12,000 miles of railroad. 

Engrossing as have been this man’s 
duties as a railway executive, he has 
given much thought, time and valu- 
able assistance to public movements. 
He has done one other thing of im- 
mense influence and immeasureable 
potential importance. He has, both 
as a railway official and a private in- 
dividual, taken a deep and an intelli- 
gent interest in promoting the agri- 
cultural revival. Now that he is 
about to surrender to another an office 
which by common agreement he has 
filled with the highest credit, his 
thought and his footsteps turn toward 
the rural West from which he was 
recruited, as thousands of other able 
men in all walks of life have been, 
into the foremost activities of his 
country and his day. 


Altitade and Health. 

[New York Herald:] For some 
time it has been known living at 
a high altitude ' about a 
definite change in the blood, which 
rendered activity in the rarified at- 


mosphere of heights more easy. Just 
what this change consisted in was not 
definitely decided. Some recent ob- 
servations indicate that the problem 


‘fias been solved and that there is an 


actual increase of the red blood cells, 
and consequently also of the hemoglo- 
bin, or red coloring matter, which acts 
as an oxygen carrier. 

This if a very interesting conclusion 
for consumptives. It has been thought 
that altitude, by increasing the activity 
of the lungs, was helpful to those suf- 
fering from pulmonary tuberculosis. 
It would seem, however, that it is not 
the external respiration, but what is 
called the internal respiration—that is, 
the interchange of oxygen within the 
body—which is affected by living at a 
height. 

The cenclusion suggested is en- 
couraging for the many consumptives 
who cannot go far from home, for it 
does away with one of the reasons 
why such patients were often sent to 
higher altitudes. Observation has 
shown in recent years that consump- 
tives improved at ordinary elevations 
if only they live in the air, thus affirm- 
ing the scientific conclusions of these 
latest physiological observations. 


Return of Pileating. 

{Washington Herald:] Now that 
accordion pleating has returned to 
style, it is necessary to Know just 
how the material should be prepared 
to send to the specialty shop, where 
such pleating is done by machine. 
Drop skirts, petticoats and dresses 
now have an accordion pleated flounce 
about the bottom of the skirt. To 
make such a flounce, about three 
breadths of forty-inch goods are sewn 
together. This is enough when 
pleated to make just the right size 
flounce about,the bottom of the skirt. 
A little less, say two yards and a 
quarter, will make enough pleating 
for a petticoat. 

All sizes of pleats are used, fine, 
medium and large. The newest is the 
very fine kind which hangs together 
in a novel and attractive fashion and 
looks a little like fluting. Besides its 
use as a .dress flounce, accordion 
pleating is wound in serpentine fash- 
ion from the Waist to the hem of 
evening skirts, or drops from below 
wide ewathed sashes in  tunic-like

VIRGIN ISLANDS. 

Charlotte Amalie, the capital of the 
island of St. Thomas, was formerly 
@ rendezvous for buccaneers. From 
the summit of Louisehoil, a magnifi- 
cent panorama unfolds itself. Far 
away to the south can be seen the 
island of St. Croix, of sugar fame: to 
the west may be seen the blue outline 
of Porto Rico, while to the east and 
north are numerous islets, studded 
with cocoanut palms, whose sandy 
veaches, fringed with mangroves, are 
the habitat of numberless turtles. 


These islands, numbering more 
than 100, were discovered by Colum- 
bus on his second voyage in 1494 and 
named Las Virgenes, in honor of St.

At Anuradhapura, once the ancient 
capital, but now a city of ruins, may 
be seen the sacred Bo tree, to which 
thousands of devout Buddhists from 
all parts of the world make pilgrim- 
ages. This tree is an object of venera- 
tion, inasmuch as it is supposed to be 
a branch of that very same tree un- 
der which Gautama rested the day he 
beeame a Buddha. 

Until recently the mountains of 
Ceylon were profusely dotted with 
thriving coffee estates, but owing to 
the failure of that industry in 1870, 
due to a fungus which attacked the 
leaves, the planters have substituted 
tea, rubber and cacao, which indus- 
tries today employ thousands of 
Tamil laborers and represent a capi- 
tal outlay of more than $100,000,000. 

One of the most delightful trips 
from Colombo is to Kandy, where 
views of wooded dales, rolling up- 
lands and tropical vegetation satisfies 


the eye. It was at Kandy where the q 


kings of the island once upheld the 
pomp and glitter of an priental court. 
At the Dalada Malagawa Temple may 
be seen one of Buddha's teeth, but as 
this is several inches in length it is 
quite evident that even a giant’s jaw 
could never have borne such a molar. 
MAGNIFICENT BOMBAY. 


No other city In India possesses 
such magnificent buildings as does 
Bombay. Even in Europe and Amer- 
ica it will be hard to find such incom- 
parable_architectural structures as 
the Victoria railway station, which 
cost. $15,000,000, replete with every 
modern accessory for the comfort of 
travelers. The University with tits 
massive tower and chime of bells: the 
library of the Asiatic Society, the 
Town Hall, customhouse, Momba Devi 
Temple, and many other buildings 
too numerous to mention, surrounded 
by gorgeous flowering shrubs and 
trees and wide expanses of lawns. 

The waterworks, which supply the 
city with 35,000,000 gallons daily. 
cost more than $3,000,000. Masagon 
Bay, with its docks and extensive 
waterway, is one of the great ship-

phanta, it affords a safe anchorage to 
ships of the greatest tonnage.

AUST SOLVE 
LABOR PROBLEM. 


ing as much good for itself as would 
appear on the surface? This ig a 
question to which many students of 
economic questions are beginning te 
give much serious thought. 

A number of years ago, when 
trades unions began to get so strong 
that they could dictate to employers, 
many people who had seen the work- 
ing class ground down to the last 
penny by unscrupulous employers 
heaved sighs of relief, for they saw, 
or thought they saw, an era dawn- 
ing where the laborer should not 
only be worthy of his hire, but he 
should receive a fair proportion of 
the wealth which he created. 

A trial of the system, however, has 
shown, not only that it is not an 
ideal one, but that it is fraught with 
as many dangers to civilization as 
was the old system, for it is just as 
dangerous to have too much power 
vested in the labor leaders as in the 
capitalists, and one class is just as 
unscrupulous as the other, although 
capital, as a rule, its power 
more judiciously. 

The first result of the union organ- 
ization was the increase of wages in 
those branches of industry which 
were organized. These increases 
were not large, but they were enough 
to show labor what, if properly or- 
ganized, it was capable of. Then fol- 
lowed the shortening of hours, and 
then’ restrictions as to apprentice- 
ship. thus shutting off the supply of 
labor, and reducing the number of 
men capable of doing a certain thing. 
Then, as labor organizations obtained 
more and more complete control of 
certain lines of industry, some unions 
even went to the extent of stipulating 
just what should constitute a day's 
work, the amount which could be ac- 
complished by the least efficient of 
their members often being the stand- 
ard. Every device possible for caus- 
ing a laborer to turn out as little 
work as possible ina day wags 
adopted. 


In the past few years we have be- 
gun to reap the reward of this sys- 
tem of wastefulness, and to realize 
where it is leading us. It is true that 
hundreds of thousands of men in thie 
country are receiving more money 
for their labor, and giving less for it, 
than ever before in the history of 
the world. And from their stand- 
point, so long as they continue te 
look only so far as the end of their 
noses, much has been accomplished 
But it ie true beyond the hope of con- 
tradiction that this has had to do 
with the high cost of living, and that 
the two dollars which they now re- 
ceive go no farther than did the 
dollar which their efforts formerly 
obtained for them. Products which 
it costs twice as much to manufacture 
as formerly bring a much larger 
price. Transportation is increasing 
in cost to the point where railroads 
must be allowed to increase their 
rates. Rents must be proportionate 
with the cost of buildings. When a 
structure is increased unnecessarily 


one dollar in cost, that structure 
must pay interest on that dollar for 
many years, and that interest must 
come from the tenant, and thus 
the public. 

In the meantime over 90 per cent. 
of the wage-earners are not organ- 
ized. Of this number a large pro- 
portion is receiving advanced wages 
by reason of the fact that organized 
labor has increased the price of 
wages and they derive a certain bene- 
fit therefrom. There can be no ques- 
tion of that. But while these men 
receive those increases, they are not, 
strictly speaking, advantages, for as 
Stated above, the value of the dollar 

decreased, 


ganized ani never will be organized, 
for the. reason that the supply is so 
much larger than the demand that 
the situation is appalling? Every time 
a line of business becomes organized, 
and succeeds in so controling that in- 
dustry that non-union men and wom- 
en can no longer work at it, thou- 
sands of people must find some other 
means of livelihood. The result is in- 
evitable. Those who employ labor 
which is not organized find the de- 
mand so great that they have the pick 
from scores for every position which 
is to be filled, and the only remunera- 
tion which is demanded is enough 
to eke out a miserable existence. They 
find that the purchasing power of the 
dollar which they receive has de- 
creased, and the dollar is more elu- 
sive and hard to get. 


And how about the boy who desires 
to learn a trade? Every year he finds 


the gates more tightly closed against 
him, and the opportunities less and 
less. Already we have been com- 
pelled to expend large sums of nioney 
in industrial schools in ofder to fit 
our boys and girls to make a living. 
For in many trades apprentices, ex- 
cept in limited numbers, are not tol- 
erated. And in the meantime skilled 
mechanics are flocking in from other 
countries, are absorbed by the unions, 
which do not dare leave them on the 
outside, and are filling the places 
which should be occupied by our own 
boys. Even today many manufactur- 
ers will tell you that the best men 
they have learned their trades in 
some foreign land. 

This situation is becoming alarm- 
ing in the extreme. There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of people who, 
while earning more than they did a 
few years ago, are hardly able to 
keep the wolf from the door. And if 
it continues another decade the result 
will be Inevitable. We will have the 
capitalist, as strong as ever, =he pre- 
ferred laborer, a class which will re- 
ceive more money for its labor than 
ever before in the history of the 
world, but will be no better off for 
the reason that its wages will have 
lost to a great extent their purchas- 
ing power; the laborer who receives 
barely enough to exist upon, and the 
class which is so impoverished that 
it becomes a charge on the public, 
mg again increasing the cost of liv- 

There is a remedy for this situation, 
but it Is a long and tedious one. Year 
by year the government is gréwing 
closer to the people and the people 
are beginning to understand their 
power. The labor situation must be 
settled by the general government. 
We must have compulsory § arbitra- 
tion. A movement has started spon- 
taneously all over the country to pro- 
vide a minimum wage for women. In 
many cases this will work a hard- 
ship, but in the end much good will 
result, if the enforcement of the law 
is placed in the hands of the proper

LABOR TRUSTS AND SOCIETY. 


More Hue and Ory Made Over Com- 
bination of Capitaliste Than Over 
of 

[New York Commercial:] When 
Howard Elliott, chairman of the New 
Haven ssytem, recently said that la- 
bor owes a duty to society no tess thah 
does capital, he struck the key-note of 
a problem which will have to De 
lsolved just as surely as that of cap- 
ital. Just now it is capital's turn at 
the bar of public opinion. In the heat 
of the argument against trusts, com- 
binations and interlocking directorates 
labor's responsibilities to seciety are 
forgotten or ignored. 

While labor is enjoying a period of 
comparative immunity from criticism, 
that immunity is fiot always deserved. 


always has labor. We have labor trusts 
and monopolies, as well as capitalistic 
combinations and interlocking direc- 
torates. The tyranny of the one is 
not less obnoxious than the oppres- 
sion of the other. It is only a few 
days since society had a taste of the 
unfair attitude of labor toward the 
community @hen organized trainmen 
struck to compel a ralroad to retain in 
ite service two men of proved ineffi- 
ciency. A powerful labor trust used 
its strength unfairly and the public 
was the victim. <A similar evercise 
of power by a combination of capitai- 
ists would raise a hue and cry 
throughout the country. But the op- 
pressive methods of labor are passed 
over with a mild protest. 

The public has been lenient with la- 
bor. It has been willing to condone 
its offenses and shortcomings. But it 
cannot always remain blind to them. 
Developments of the last few years 
have gradually opened the eyes of the 
world to the unfair and wrongful 
methods of labor trusts. 

Howard Elliott's protest is not the 
only one recently heard. Denunciation 
of Jabor’s. misuse of its power was ut- 
tered publicly in Chicago by Simon 
Wolf, a noted Jewish philanthropist 
and friend of labor, Speaking as one 
who has helped the working man to 
improve his condition and who is in 
sympathy with the principle of or- 
ganized labor he denounced the labor 
trust as the worst trust In the world. 
When the friends of the working man 
utter such sentiments it ig time for 
him to think.

Home Made Vinegar. 

“Some time ago you asked for a recipe 
for home made vinegar and I send it inthe 
hope that you will publish it for the bene- 
fit of others. To start this, use any kind of 
sweet juice you have. If there is any jelly 
im the house that has gone to sugar or that 
did not form, or a little sorghum sirup or 
anything of that kind, put it into a stone 
jar with just enough warm water to make a 
sweetened water. Cut a piece of brown 
wrapping paper about the size of the jar

How to Get Rid of Roaches. 

“I would be happy if you would let me 
know how to get rid of roaches. They 
have gotten into the refrigerator and I 
can't drive them out.

solution of borax and hot water. if there 


are any cracks or crevices put borax down 
them and then stop them up. Strew borax 
at the back and sides of the shelves. Ex- 
amine the wooden part of the refrigerator 
and make sure there are no breaks or open- 
ings by which the vermin can get into it. 
After you have done this thoroughly be 
careful with the food that you put into the
